Details of the methods used in seasonally adjusting these and other 
series are given in Seasonally Adjusted Indicators 1967, issued by this Bureau 
on 18 July 1967, which contains original and seasonally adjusted data in 
tabular and graphical form for forty-eight selected series. The seasonally 
adjusted indicators included therein will be up-dated in relevant monthly and 
quarterly publications of this Bureau. 


The “indicator” headings on pages 4-9 of the Digest show page and item 
numbers of the relevant series, which should be referred to for further 
information on the nature of the series and for further statistical detail.
